Conley shares progress report 
on buildings and businesses 



Dollar Gen. to return 
to downtown W.L.; 
construction continues

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
said that local citizens can look 
forward to significant progress 
this winter and spring as post- 
tornado renovation and recon- 
struction continues throughout 
Morgan County. 

During a Dec. 28 interview, 
Conley said that several county 
office buildings and public/ 
rental housing structures are 
being remodeled or rebuilt, 
and that plans are underway 
for businesses to return to West 
Liberty. 

"Things are on the upswing," 
Conley said. "We hope to keep 
this momentum going as the 
one-year anniversary of the 
tornado approaches. I am very 
optimistic about our future and 
proud of the progress we are 
making here." 



The judge executive pro- 
vided updates on the following 
structures and businesses: 
County Government Bldg./ 
Community Center 

Renovations have begun 
on the historic WPA-era build- 
ing that houses several county 
government offices and the 
community center. 

Conley noted in July that 
back portion of the building 
sustained $7.3 million in storm 
damage, but that crews are 
currently stripping damaged 
materials from the structure 
and installing sheet rock and 
windows. 

"The gym and the other 
rooms in the basement area will 
be rebuilt," Conley said. "When 
the project is finished, we will 
have an open gym and the 
other rooms will be available 
to rent for parties and gather- 
ings again." 

Conley also said that rooms 
in the county government por- 
tion of the building, which was

partially renovated last summer, 
are still undergoing repairs. 

"We wanted to make our 
offices more user-friendly," 
Conley said. "So we are moving 
the sheriff's and PVA's offices 
near each other. The emergency 
management and UNITE of- 
fices will also be located near 
each other, and the fiscal court 
room will be located near my 
office, where the sheriff's office 
was before the tornado." 

Conley said renovations will 
be complete in approximately 
12-18 months. 

New Courthouse 

The new justice center that 
was under construction before 
the tornado sustained $10.5 
million in damages. 

"The new courthouse will 
be built back to its original 
specifications," Conley said. 
"The circuit clerk's office and 
the court system will remain at 
MSU at West Liberty until the 
building is completed." 

The building has been 
stripped of damaged materials 
and construction will be com- 
plete in 18-21 months. 
Old Courthouse 

The 106-year-old court- 
house on Main Street - listed 
on the National Registry of 
Historic Places - sustained 
approximately $3-4 million in 
damage, including roof and 
water destruction, and broken 
windows. 

"The old courthouse will be 
renovated to look as it did be- 
fore the tornado," Conley said. 
"The clock tower and all the 
monuments will be restored." 

Conley noted that the World 
War I Doughboy memorial 
statue that stood outside the old 
courthouse has been repaired. 

"The original Doughboy 
statue was fixed," Conley said. 
"But he is now very fragile due 
to the damages and repairs, 



so he will be displayed inside 
the rotunda of the new justice 
center when it is finished. A 
bronze replica will be sculpted 
for the monument on the old 
courthouse lawn." 

County officials are current- 
ly in talks with a local corporate 
tenant for the old courthouse 
when renovations are complete. 

"This tenant will retain 20- 
25 jobs in Morgan County," 
Conley said. "It will also main- 
tain the building and pay the 
utility bills. An official an- 
nouncement will be made at a 
later date." 

The judge executive pre- 
dicted that renovations to the 
building - which will start in 
late January or early February 
- will significantly improve

Cameron Mancini's 
favorite monster truck 
visits W.L. after death

The parents of a West Lib- 
erty-raised boy who recently 
died of cancer hours before 
his final wish could be realized 
decided to honor his memory 
by spreading Christmas cheer 
to other local children. 

Cameron Mancini, 8, of 
Morehead, formerly of West 
Liberty, passed away on Satur- 
day, Dec. 22, 2012, at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky Medical 
Center in Lexington as a result 
of liver cancer. 

Cameron's parents, Michael 
and Kristi Hunley Mancini, 
made arrangements for their 
son to see his favorite monster 
truck, Gravedigger, in person on 
Dec. 22, but the boy succumbed 
to his illness as the truck was en 
route to the hospital. 

"Cameron loved Gravedig- 
ger," Kristi Mancini said. "It 
was his dream to see the truck, 
but he died before he could." 

The Mancinis contacted a 
vice president of the national 
monster truck racing league 
known as Monster Jam and 
asked the organization to send 
the truck to West Liberty. 

"When Cameron died we 
still wanted to honor his wish- 
es," Mancini said. "We felt that 
he would want other kids to 
see Gravedigger, and Monster 
Jam agreed to come to West 
Liberty." 

Mancini estimated that de- 
spite the short notice approxi- 
mately 300 local people turned 
out to see the truck, one of its 
eight drivers, a mechanic and 
several crew members at the 
Commercial Bank parking lot 
in downtown West Liberty. 

"We were amazed by how 
many people came," Mancini 
said. "It was a happy event,

and the kids loved it. Cameron 
would have been thrilled to see 
them enjoying Gravedigger."

New Extension Office, 
Parking Garage 
& Wellness Center 

Conley said the new exten- 
sion office, parking structure 
and wellness center projects 
will be up for bidding in mid 
to latethat January. 

"These projects are all part 
of a bigger plan to spur econom- 
ic growth," Conley said. "We 
are very excited about these 
facilities and hope to begin 
construction on all of them in 
late February or early March." 

Extension office employees 

- along with water district em- 
ployees - remain at the former 
Rifle Coal facility purchased 
by county officials in April. 
Plans for the new facility were 
underway before the tornado 
destroyed the extension office 
that once stood on Riverside 
Drive. 

Officials had also previ- 
ously planned for the parking 
structure prior to the tornado 
in conjunction with the justice 
center project. 

The wellness/youth recre- 
ation center - which will be 
located on the new section of 
Route 7 past the former MSU 
Center building - will be con- 
structed with New Market Tax 
Credit (NMTC) funds. 

The NMTC initiative - 
which was established in 2000 
as part of the federal Commu- 
nity Renewal Tax Relief Act 

- allows government officials 
to sell unused tax credits to 
corporation representatives 
who would in turn receive tax 
incentives to reinvest in com- 
munities . 

"Government facilities have 
taxable credits that can be sold 
because government is a non- 
taxable entity," Conley said in 
an Oct. 1 interview. "Investors 
will buy these credits to provide 
funds to renovate government 
buildings and construct new fa- 
cilities. This money would also 
fund the expansion of water and 
sewer lines to these structures ." 

Conley also noted that pro- 
gram participation would not 
incur new debt for local govern- 
ments and taxpayers. 

"This is not a debt to be 
repaid that will cost taxpay- 
ers," Conley said. "This is a 
gift from private corporations 
that will support our rebuilding 
process." 

The center, which will be 
completed in phases, will in- 
clude a bowling alley, climbing 
walls, playground equipment, 
meeting rooms and several 
other features. 

Southshore, Ohio, pediatri- 
cian Dr. Gregory Hudson also 
plans to open a medical clinic 
near the wellness center on the 
new section of Route 7. 
Liberty Heights 

Apartment Complex & 
Other Housing 

Forty-eight families lost 
their homes when the tornado 
destroyed the Liberty Heights 



apartment complex, which is 
also scheduled for reconstruc- 
tion. 

"It is my understanding that 
all 48 of the Liberty Heights 
apartments will be rebuilt by 
the management company Win- 
terwood," Conley said. "I have 
been in contact with Kentucky 
Housing and understand that 
construction could begin in late 
February or early March." 

Conley noted that tenants 
living in the complex before the 
tornado would be offered the 
first opportunity to move into 
the apartments . 

The judge executive also 
noted that houses destroyed 
throughout the county are al- 
ready rebuilt or are currently in 
the reconstruction process, but 
that rental properties in down- 
town West Liberty are being 
rebuilt at a slower pace. 

"Some landlords don't want 
to rebuild due to construction 
costs," Conley said. "But many 
of them are reselling their lots 
to organizations that do want 
to rebuild. Habitat for Human- 
ity and Frontier Housing are 
both working with families to 
rebuild homes." 

Dollar General Store 

The Dollar General store 
that was located on Prestons- 
burg Street was destroyed by 
the tornado, which left some 
employees and customers 
trapped in the building. 

Conley said that the Dol- 
lar General officials recently 
signed a contract with lot own- 
ers to return to downtown West 
Liberty in the same location. 

"Construction will begin 
within 30-45 days," Conley 
said. 

Conley he did not know the 
status of the downtown Fam- 
ily Dollar store at this time, 
however. 

Other Updates 

• Demolition has begun on 
the downtown Commercial 
Bank building to clear the lot 
for a $5 million banking center 
to be completed in the next 18- 
24 months. 

• Construction continues on 
the new Citizens Bank build- 
ing, which is projected to be 
completed this winter. 

• Repairs are being made to 
Bank of the Mountains' down- 
town branch and drive-thru 
facility, in addition to the con- 
struction of a new conference 
hall on Court Street. 

• Local art students are cur- 
rently working on a tornado 
memorial monument that will 
be placed where the former 
Stacy home once stood on 
Prestosnburg Street across from 
Rite Aid. 

• A memorial/celebration 
service will be held to com- 
memorate the one-year anniver- 
sary of the tornado on Saturday, 
March 2. Further details will 
be published as they become 
available.

LIHEAP Crisis Program 
heating crisis begins Jan. 7 



Gateway Community Action 
Agency will begin the "Crisis" 
portion of the Low-Income 
Home Energy Assistance Pro- 
gram (LIHEAP) that assists 
households in a heating crisis 
on January 7, 2013. The pro- 
gram is operated by appoint- 
ments , so you must call before 
you come into the office in your 
county to schedule an appoint- 
ment. LIHEAP assists house- 
holds that are in a home heating 
crisis. The deepening of cold 
winter weather combined with 
rising utility costs leaves many 
households unable to fully meet 
heating bills or purchase suf- 
ficient bulk fuel to keep their 
families safe and warm. 

Last year over 5,000 resi- 
dents of the Gateway area 
received financial assistance 
and emergency services from 
the LIHEAP Crisis component. 

A household shall be con- 
sidered to be in a home heating 
crisis situation when the house- 
hold meets the basic LIHEAP 
eligibility criteria and: 

• the household is within 
four (4) days of running out of 
fuel if bulk fuel (coal, fuel oil, 
kerosene, or wood) is the heat 
source; 

• the households propane 
tank is under 30% and they are 
at risk of running out; 

• the household has received 
a past due/disconnect notice if 
natural gas or electric is the 
heat source (appointment can 
be made 4 days prior to shut 
off date); or 

• The household's home 
heating costs are included as 
an undesignated portion of the 
rent, and the household has 
received an eviction notice for 
non-payment of rent from the 
landlord. 

• Pre-paid electric customers 



are eligible to receive LIHEAP 
assistance if they certify that 
they have 10 days or less of pre- 
paid electric remaining. 

For all bulk fuels (wood, 
coal, propane, fuel oil, kero- 
sene) verification of a crisis sit- 
uation may be self -declaration 
by the applicant. For naairal gas 
and electric heated households, 
the applicant must present an 
appropriate disconnect notice 
from utility company. 

Applications will be taken 
at convenient CAP locations. 
Applicants are encouraged 
to applyat the location near- 
est to them in their county of 
residence.

Jan. 18 cutoff deadline for 
EQIP, WHIP applications 



The USDA-Natural Re- 
sources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) in Kentucky is encour- 
aging landowners, farmers and 
producers to visit their local 
NRCS office now to receive 
information and apply for con- 
servation technical assistance 
and possible financial funding 
opportunities. 

The application process 
for NRCS's conservation pro- 
grams is continuous, but fund- 
ing selections are made at 
specific times throughout the 
year. The Kentucky NRCS 
first application cutoff period 
date for consideration for 20 1 3 
funds is January 18, 2013. 
Applications received after 
January 18, 2013, will be held 
until the next application cut 
off period, which will be April 
19,2013. 

NRCS State Conservationist 
Karen Woodrich announced 
this month that technical and 
financial assistance is available 
to eligible applicants for the 
Environmental Quality Incen- 
tives Program (EQIP). EQIP 
is a conservation program that 
provides financial and techni- 
cal assistance to farmers and 
ranchers who face threats to 
soil, water, air, and related 
natural resources on their land. 
Through EQIP, NRCS devel- 
ops contracts with agricultural 
producers to voluntarily imple- 
ment conservation practices. 
Persons engaged in livestock 
or agricultural production and 
owners of non-industrial pri- 
vate forestland are eligible for 
this program. Eligible land 
includes cropland, pasture- 
land, private non-industrial 
forestland, and other farm or 
ranch lands. 

A second conservation pro- 
gram, the Wildlife Habitat 
Incentives Program (WHIP), 
offers opportunities through 
the Working Lands for Wildlife 
(WLFW), which focuses on 



the recovery of certain at-risk, 
threatened or endangered wild- 
life species while helping other 
vulnerable and game species 
that depend on similar habi- 
tat. In Kentucky, the Golden- 
winged Warbler is the species 
of concern for parts of three 
Kentucky counties including 
Bell, Letcher and Harlan. 

"We're urging producers to 
get their applications in as soon 
as possible to be considered 
for this year's funding," said 
Woodrich. 

All recipients of assistance 
are required to develop a con- 
servation plan. Conservation 
planning is an integral part 
of the conservation process. 
Landowners should work with 
a conservation planner to de- 
velop the plan based on the 
landowner's operational goals 
to improve the productivity, 
sustainability and profitability 
of their operation. The con- 
servation plan will serve as a 
roadmap to a variety of tech- 
nical assistance and financial 
assistance through EQIP and 
WHIP, as well as other options 
available to the landowner. 
"We're getting back to our roots 
with conservation planning," 
says Woodrich. "Conserva- 
tion planning is the vital first 
step in understanding natural 
resources on your land, and 
also understanding how techni- 
cal and financial conservation 
assistance can be incorporated 
into your operation to help you 
help the land." She said, "Now 
is the time to contact your local 
NRCS Field Office to develop 
a conservation plan." For more 
information on NRCS, conser- 
vation planning and conserva- 
tion programs visit NRCS on 
the web at www.ky.nrcs.usda.

Is rural America politically relevant? 

A fair question, says columnist for The Economist

Growing up in West Liberty, 
New Year's Eve was one of 
THE days of the year staying 
up to watch a new tear come in 
and making New Year resolu- 
tions was an exciting time for 
a young boy. At the age of 10 
or so, with older siblings and 
hearing them talk about staying 
up until midnight was a grand 
thing. When I finally heard my 
mother say to me, "Yes, you can 
stay up until 12 o'clock," it was 
like swimming 22 Hollow for 
the first time, climbing to the 
top of the pump station on the 
river or walking the pipe fence 
around the Arnett and Sebastian 
property and any other exciting 
things a young kid did in West 
Liberty in the late 1930s and 
40s. Now I could brag to John- 
ny Blair Harold Bellamy and 
Tommy Williams the next day 
that I stayed up til 12 o'clock. 

Entering my teen years in 
the early 40s was a special 
time. During World War II 
there was very little gasoline 
and very few cars being driven, 
so young people congregated 
together like a covey of birds. 
They seemed to travel in groups 
and do things in bunches. Sat- 
urday night parties were com- 
mon. I have often thought how 
thoughtful those parents were 
in town in those days that let 
a group of young people come 
into their homes to entertain 
themselves. The parties were 
nothing more than playing a 
few "parlor games," making 
candy and dancing. But what 
was fun to us I am sure would 
not be to today's generation. 
Can you imagine how enter- 
taining "Musical Chairs," "Hot 
Potato" or "Post Office" would 
be to today's kids? 

New Year's Eve was cel- 
ebrated by walking "down 
town" to the courthouse lawn 
and gathering around. People 



We live in a nation where we 
all have a right to vote as we 
please but before doing so we 
need to be informed about the 
decision that we make. Once we 
make our decision we cannot 
change it and our right to say no 
or yes to anything it involves is 
given to whomever has control 
to do so. 

In our community such a 
vote will take place to decide 
whether to make West Liberty 
(inside the city limits) wet or 
to leave it dry. "They" (those 
for making it wet) say there 
will be one box liquor store 
and that drinks will be avail- 
able in restaurants only in the 
city limits. My understanding 
about the one box store is that 
according to the city's popula- 
tion, which includes the prison 
inmates even though they can- 
not vote, that is what the law 
would allow. 

"They" also tell us about 
the taxes we are missing out on 
that neighboring counties are 
getting because we don't sell 
liquor here. "They" also say in 
order to get fine restaurants in 
our town it will have to go wet. 

First let me say if you vote 
to make it wet you give control 
to those in charge to make any 
decisions that follow. If the 



would usually start "gatherin' 
in" about 11:30 p.m. Of course 
they would begin asking each 
other, "What time you got?" 
I had an old Big Ben dollar 
pocket watch, which I still have, 
and I would set it before I went 
to town. Cars, what few there 
were, and what few people had 
gasoline to run them on, would 
start cruising Main Street ready 
to start blowing their horns. 
At that period of tie, it was 
possible to make a "U" turn at 
each end of Main Street, which 
extended to Pretonsburg Street 
on the north and Court Street 
on the south. There would be 
people at the three churches 
in town, Methodist, Christian 
and Baptist churches, getting 
ready to ring the church bells. 
As a teenager you could feel the 
excitement of everything build- 
ing up to a climax at 12 o'clock. 

At midnight, those driving 
cars would drive up and down 
Main Street making a U turn, 
back and forth, blowing their 
horns, some to save gasoline 
would park and b low their 
horns, church bells would ring 
and at times a few fire crackers 
would be set off. Then there 
was the hug and of course the 
New Year's Kiss and wishing a 
HAPPY NEW YEAR to each 
other. After about a half hour 
everyone would go home to 
begin a new year. 

Leatha Nell and I don't 
make New Year's resolutions 
anymore because we wouldn't 
remember them by the next 
day! When we went to bed 
New Year's Eve, after watching 
an Abbot and Costello movie, 
Pawn Stars, and The Waltons, 
we talked about those New 
Year's Eves growing up in West 
Liberty and what a special time 
it was in our lives. Then we 
drifted off to sleep about 10:30!

Congressman Hal Rogers 
On EPA Resignation 
Of EPA Chief 

Dec. 27 — U.S. Rep. Harold 
"Hal" Rogers (Ky-05) released 
the following statement regard- 
ing today's announcement that 
Lisa Jackson is resigning from 
her post as Administrator of 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) after a nearly 
four-year tenure. Rogers ques- 
tioned Jackson on several oc- 
casions about the EPA's "war 
on coal" in Appalachia and as 
Chairman of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee con- 
sequently cut the EPA's budget 
below 1998 levels. 

"News of Lisa Jackson's 
resignation from the EPA is 
like a late Christmas gift to the 
Appalachian coal fields. Under 
her charge, the war on coal 
raged as the EPA overstepped 
Congress year after year, and 
her refusal to approve mining 
permits has cost our region 
thousands of jobs and further 
disrupted America's economy. 
I hope her successor at EPA 
will understand the importance 
of coal and preserving our jobs 
with sensible environmental 
regulations. It's time to get our 
coal miners back to work by 
embracing domestic energy 
solutions that will shore up our 
country's economy for the long 
term." 

Violent Video Games 
Train Shooters, 
Stumbo Says 

Dec. 29 — Kentucky House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo said 
Friday he blames violent video 
games for training shooters. 
Stumbo said there's little the 
state legislature can do about 
it, but, he said, Congress cer- 
tainly can. 

Stumbo said at a news con- 
ference in Frankfort that he 
believes some of the gunmen 
who have committed atrocities 
in the U,S. have received their 
training via video games. 

U.S. Senator Jay Rock- 
efeller, D-W. Va., has introduced 
legislation that would direct the 
National Academy of Sciences 
to thoroughly investigate the 
impact of violent games on chil- 
dren's long-term well-being. 

Tavern Can Allow Pole 
Dancing, Judge Says 

ADAIRVJLLE, Ky, Dec. 29 
— A Logan County judge has 
ruled that a tavern that straddles 
the Kentucky-Tennessee state 
line be allowed to offer pole 
dancing. 

Logan County officials had 
denied an entertainment permit 
earlier this year to tavern owner 
Sheila Haley, after she said she 
wanted to offer paid pole danc- 
ing at the Tenn-Tucky State 
Line Bar. 

In his ruling, Circuit Court 
Judge Tyler Gill's ordered 
Judge-Executive Logan Chick 
to issue a permit. Gill also 
said a section of state law 
giving judge-executives "un- 
fettered" discretion in issu- 
ing such permits violates the 
Kentucky Constitution and the 
14th Amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution. 

Chick issued the permit 
Friday, but prohibited drinking 
on the Kentucky side of the bar. 

Haley's attorney, Alan Simp- 
son, says he anticipates appeal- 
ing the prohibition.

Dec. 20 — If Tom Vilsack 
doesn't remain secretary of ag- 
riculture in President Obama's 
second term, the former gov- 
ernor of Iowa may be remem- 
bered most for his declaration 
in "a surprisingly tough speech 
to farm groups" last month that 
rural America is getting less 
relevant because its share of the 
population is the lowest ever, 16 
percent, and its advocates are 
not "picking the right fights," as 
the latest United States column 
in The Economist magazine 
puts it. (The Economist, which 
calls itself a newspaper, does 
not typically identify its writers; 
the U.S. columnist is dubbed 
"Lexington," for the Massachu- 
setts town where our country's 
rebellion against the United 
Kingdom began.) 

Vilsack's message, which 
he has continued to deliver 
in other speeches, prompted 
Lexington "to head to the coun- 
tryside, to see how a (hopefully 
representative) rural commu- 
nity felt about its place in the 
American political system." He 
picked Vandalia, 111., popula- 
tion 15,000, because it was the 
subject of a story last month in 
the Daily Yonder, commemo- 
rating the 50th anniversary 
of Joseph Lyford's book, The 
Talk in Vandalia, "a sensitive 
portrait of a farm community 
in transition," as writer Marcel 
LaFlamme, a Rice University 
graduate student, put it. (Photo 
by LaFlamme: Gallatin Street) 



Noting that Chicago's 
Barack Obama got 28 percent 
fewer votes in Vandalia and 
Fayette County than last time, 
Lexington writes that rural 
places are "increasingly mys- 
terious, drifting further and 
further away from larger cities 
in their values, politics and 
economics. ... Is rural America 
still politically relevant? The 
question is sincere, and not 
mere journalistic impertinence. 
Since the 2012 presidential 
elections, a cottage industry of 
comment has sprung up, exam- 
ining the growing ideological 
gulf between America's coun- 
tryside and its urban centres." 

In Vandalia, "Locals talk of 
how their values and priorities 
place them out of line with Il- 
linois, and differ dramatically 
from Mr. Obama's vision for 
America." But there's "a touch 
of muddle," Lexington writes, 
because several local farmers 
"would have been ruined by the 
harsh drought of 2012, were it 
not for federally-backed crop 
insurance. The city has re- 
ceived federal cash to renovate 
its handsome main street, and 
public money to renovate its 
main tourist attraction, a 19th- 
century statehouse in which 
the young Abraham Lincoln 
served, during Vandalia's brief 
stint as capital of Illinois. The 
problem is a sense of power- 
lessness and accountability. 
Locals do not like being depen- 
dent on government money and 



public works." 

Vandalia "wishes to remain a 
living, risk-taking community, 
with a voice in big political 
fights of the day," Lexington 
concludes. "Yet in its fierce 
conservatism and piety (the 
city boasts 18 churches, or 
one for every 300 permanent 
residents), Vandalia feels the 
rest of America drifting away. 
Fifty years on the fight is not 
for survival, but for relevance. " 

In a broader, online version 
of the column, titled "Rural 
America's fight for relevance," 
Lexington quotes from a recent 
column by David Wasserman 
of the Cook Political Report 
about Republican legislators' 
drawing of congressional dis- 
tricts: "By purging Democrats 
and minorities from their own 
districts and into Democratic 
quarantine zones, Republicans 
may have drawn themselves 
into a durable House majority. 
But they have also drawn them- 
selves into an alternate universe 
of voters that little resembles 
the growing diversity of the 
country." 

The Economist, headquar- 
tered in England, is circulated 
globably, takes an editorial 
stance which is supportive oj 
free trade, globalization, free 
immigration and some socially 
liberal causes. It targets highly 
educated readers and claims 
an audience containing many 
influential executives and pol- 
icy-makers

NRCS announces Southeast Ky. 
Early Successional Habitat initiative 



LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 
5— The US Department of Ag- 
riculture's Natural Resource 
Conservation Service (NRCS) 
has an exciting new initiative in 
several eastern and southeastern 
Kentucky counties that may 
be of interest to landowners. 
The Southeast Kentucky Early 
Successional Habitat Initia- 
tive is focused on creating and 
maintaining areas of early suc- 
cessional habitat for wildlife on 
privately owned nonindustrial 
forested and agricultural land. 
Early successional habitat in- 
cludes areas of young regener- 
ating forest, weedy old fields, 
and shrubby reclaimed mine 
lands. This initiative is being 
offered in Kentucky under the 
Environmental Quality Incen- 
tives Program (EQIP). 

The goal of this initiative 
is to increase the amount of 
early successional habitat for 
a suite of wildlife species by 
providing private landowners 
with technical guidance and 
potential financial assistance. 
These seemingly unproductive 
habitats are very productive for 
wildlife, as many species, both 
game and non-game, either de- 
pend on or greatly benefit from 
areas of early successional hab- 
itat within or adjacent to mature 
forest stands. Ruffed grouse, 
American woodcock, cottontail 
rabbits, golden-winged war- 
blers, cerulean warblers, wild 
turkey, elk, and deer are some 
of the many species that can 
benefit by managing for early 
successional habitat. Priority 
for these younger stage forest 
and field habitats is needed be- 
cause they are generally lacking 
within the initiative area due to 
forest maturation and a lack of 
active forest management. 

Emphasis will be placed on 
conservation practices includ- 
ing Forest Stand Improvement 



(TSI, patch clear cuts, edge 
feathering), Brush Management 
(controlling invasive species), 
and Tree/Shrub Establishment 
(planting desirable species), 
but other practices are avail- 
able also. Detailed conservation 
plans and recommendations 
will be developed for pro- 
gram participants by wildlife 
biologists with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild- 
life resources (KDFWR), in 
conjunction with NRCS con- 
servationists. 

The Southeast Kentucky 
Early Successional Habitat 
Initiative is being offered in 
the following Kentucky coun- 
ties: Bell, Breathitt, Clay, El- 
liott, Floyd, Harlan, Jackson, 
Johnson, Knott, Knox, Laurel, 
Lawrence, Lee, Leslie, Letcher, 
Magoffin, Martin, Morgan, 
Owsley, Perry, Pike, Rock- 
castle, Whitley, and Wolfe. 

Applications for EQIP are 
accepted at local NRCS offices 
year-round. However, to be 
considered for funding during 
2013, applications must be re- 
ceived by one of two upcoming 
ranking cut-off dates: January 
18 and April 19, 2013.

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Kentucky Farm Bureau urges drivers 
to prepare for winter conditions 



As winter weather enters the 
region and brings falling tem- 
peratures, snow and ice to Ken- 
tucky's roadways, Kentucky 
Farm Bureau (KFB) Insurance 
Companies urges all drivers to 
exercise extreme caution on 
their regular commutes. Slushy 
accumulations and icy patches 
may make roadways difficult to 
navigate, reduce tire traction, 
increase required braking dis- 
tances and, at times, may limit 
driver visibility. Motorists must 
take extra caution when headed 
out under these conditions. 

"Everyone hopes they won't 
be the person sliding off the 
road or crashing into another 
vehicle when a snowstorm hits, 
but ice and snow on the streets 
can be just as hazardous to an 
experienced driver as they are 
to an inexperienced one," said 
KFB Insurance Vice President 
of Claims, Greg Youngblood. 
"Staying off the roads until the 
conditions are clear and dry is 
really the best way to avoid be- 
ing in a wintertime collision." 

While not everyone is able 
to completely avoid driving 
whenever it snows, all driv- 
ers can make a few advance 
preparations to help increase 
the chances for a safe journey. 
Vehicle upkeep and modified 
driving behaviors are essential 
in the winter as road and vehicle 
conditions are often quite dif- 
ferent during this season than 
at other times of the year. 

In addition to scheduling the 
regular maintenance that keeps 
a vehicle running at the highest 
level year-round, KFB advises 
all drivers to make extra prepa- 
rations for cold- weather driving 
or commuting during snowfall. 
Kentucky drivers can optimize 
their vehicle's performance for 
snow, ice and freezing tempera- 
tures by checking: 

Tire treads - Special treads 
on snow tires provide optimal 



grip on icy roads, but at a 
minimum regular tires should 
be inspected to insure that an 
appropriate amount of tread is 
available on each wheel. 

Air pressure - Measure the 
air pressure of each tire to make 
sure it is filled to the manufac- 
turer's suggested PSI (pounds 
per square inch). The PSI is 
listed in the owner's manual as 
well as on a label found on the 
inside of the driver's door. 

Fluid levels - The salt and 
sand on the road that comes 
with winter weather removal 
often ends up on windshields, 
making it is essential to have 
a full tank of no-freeze washer 
fluid. Additional checks on the 
engine's coolant system should 
also be made to spot leaks and 
make sure enough coolant is in 
the reservoir to withstand the 
colder winter temperatures. 

Windshield wipers - Vision 
on the roadways is imperative 
but not always possible if a 
vehicle's windshield wipers are 
worn. Replace wipers before 
the snow and ice hits. 

Battery - It takes more 
power to start a vehicle in cold 
weather than in warmer condi- 
tions, and battery power drops 
as temperatures get colder. 
Have a mechanic check the 
charge on the vehicle's battery 
and keep jumper cables handy 
for those extra cold mornings. 

Gas tank - Fuel line freeze 
up is a wintertime headache in 
many driveways. Keep a ve- 
hicle's tank at least two-thirds 
full during the winter to help 
keep air and condensation from 
freezing and preventing gas 
flow to the engine. 

Headlights, mirrors and win- 
dows - Drivers should always 
remove ice and snow from all 
mirrors, windows and head and 
tail lights before pulling onto 
the road. The importance of 
being able to see and be seen

ASHLAND, Ky. Michael J. 
Astrue, Commissioner of Social 
Security, recently announced 
35 additional Compassionate 
Allowances conditions are in 
effect, bringing the total num- 
ber of conditions in the expe- 
dited disability process to 200. 
Compassionate Allowances 
are a way to quickly identify 
diseases and other medical con- 
ditions that, by definition, meet 
Social Security's standards for 
disability benefits. The program 
fast-tracks disability decisions 
to ensure that Americans with 
the most serious disabilities 
receive their benefit decisions 
within days instead of months 
or years. These conditions pri- 
marily include certain cancers, 
adult brain disorders, and a 
number of rare disorders that 
affect children. 

"We have achieved another 
milestone for the Compas- 
sionate Allowances program, 
reaching 200 conditions," Com- 
missioner Astrue said. "Nearly 
200,000 people with severe 
disabilities nationwide have 
been quickly approved, usually 
in less than two weeks, through 
the program since it began in 
October 2008." 

By definition, these condi- 
tions are so severe that Social 
Security does not need to fully 
develop the applicant's work 
history to make a decision. As 
a result, Social Security elimi- 
nated this part of the application 
process for people who have a 
condition on the list. 

Social Security has held sev- 
en public hearings and worked 
with experts to develop the list 
of Compassionate Allowances 
conditions. The hearings also 
have helped the agency identify 
ways to improve the disabil- 
ity process for applicants with 
Compassionate Allowances 
conditions.

"Like almost every business in town, 
The Courier was devastated by the tor- 
nado on March 2. But through God's 
grace, we have been able to survive 
and build back. 

"The same goes for others besides us who love and believe in the viability of this community. Look 
around, they're rebuilding, too, and looking to the future. Everyone knows {West Liberty's} regrowth is 
going to take time, but there 's not much quit out there. The Courier has been a part of the community for 
over 100 years and, God willing, we very much want it to be a part of the town 's rebirth, to publicize and 
record the progress and the names of the business people, local leaders, organizations and individuals 
who make it all happen. " 

The new Courier headquarters - the exterior strikingly similar to that of the previous building - was 
constructed by Standafer Builders. 

In the month following the tornado, staff members traveled to The Mt. Sterling Advocate office to 
produce The Licking Valley Courier, The Wolfe County News and The Elliott County News before they 
returned to West Liberty in early April. 

The first post-tornado edition of The Courier dated Thursday, March 8, 2012 - which included a banner 
headline that read "Thank God for sparing so many" - was cited by Judge Executive Tim Conley during 
a March 9 press conference as an example of the community's resolve to rebuild. 

"LVC Publisher Earl Kinner lost his office and his home to the tornado," Conley said, holding a copy 
of the newspaper. "Despite that, he and his staff worked hard to get out their paper. Here it is... Only one 
day late, amazingly. Morgan Countians might get knocked down, but we don't give up." 

News Editor Miranda Cantrell said the staff looks forward to covering West Liberty's revival. 

"This is our town and we also want to do our part," Cantrell said. "The Licking Valley Courier will 
always be here to tell Morgan County's story."

Build A Better Life 

The summer of 2007 felt 
like a bad dream for Terry 
Anderson. Reeling from a re- 
cent cancer diagnosis, she was 
downsized from the company 
where she'd worked for 11 
years. "There was no sever- 
ance. I had no insurance," she 
said. "I was terrified." Terry 
began receiving Social Security 
disability benefits and took an 
extended period of time away 
from work.

about 'one-stop cancer centers' 
that provide free employment- 
related support services through 
Social Security's Ticket to 
Work program to people receiv- 
ing Social Security benefits. 
She decided to see what the 
Iowa Workforce Development 
Center, her local one-stop, had 
to offer. There are more than a 
thousand one-stop career cen- 
ters across the nation. 

The one-stop staff explained 
that the Ticket program is de- 
signed for people who receive 
Social Security disability ben- 
efits and are committed to 
achieving self-sufficiency 
through eventual full-time em- 
ployment. Through the Ticket 
program, Iowa Workforce 
helped Terry coordinate her 
career preparation and job hunt. 
She updated her computer skills 
and built confidence in her pros- 
pects for long-term success. 
"They offered workshops on 
interview skills," she said. "I 
had my resume refurbished. I 
learned fresh strategies. At first, 
I was too proud to ask for help, 
I'm glad that I did." 

While Terry was eager to 
move on, she was apprehensive 
about finding work and losing 
her benefits. Terry learned 
about special Social Security 
rules called 'work incentives," 
that help people who receive 
disability benefits transition 
to the workforce and become 
financially self-sufficient. 

For example, people receiv- 
ing disability benefits can keep 
their Medicare coverage and 
their cash benefits while gain- 
ing work experience during 
the Trial Work Period. Terry 
was relieved to learn about 
another Work Incentive called 
'expedited reinstatement,' al- 
lowing her Social Security cash 
benefits to restart without a new 
application if she had to stop 
work within five years because 
of her disability. 

Another helpful Work In- 
centive, known as a Plan to 
Achieve Self-Support (PASS) 
allows Social Security dis- 
ability recipients who meet the 
income rules for Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) to set 
aside money to pay for items 
or services they need to reach 
a specific work goal. These can 
include educational expenses, 
training, job-related transpor- 
tation, business startup costs, 
tools and equipment, child-care 
costs and even the cost of job 
interview clothes. By approving 
a PASS, Social Security agrees 
to exclude certain income that 
would normally lower an SSI 
payment amount. At the same 
time, the person agrees to go to 
work, with the goal of eventu- 
ally leaving disability benefits 
behind and becoming finan- 
cially self-sufficient. 

In 2009, Terry found work 
as a Loan Servicing Special- 
ist and a second job in retail 
where she trains cashiers and 
enjoys interacting with cus- 
tomers. Terry was grateful that 
Social security helped her "get 
through the storm." She built a 
better life through work. She no 
longer receives Social Security 
disability benefits. "Now I'm 
healthy. I have two jobs. I love 
both of them. Life if good." 

With support from Ticket 
to Work and Iowa Workforce 
Development Center, Terry 
found her path to self suffi- 
ciency.

CHD: Are We 
Winning the Battle? 

Coronary heart disease is still the number one killer of 
American men and women. But heart attacks are decreas- 
ing, and persons who have an attack are more likely to 
survive-continuing a trend that started many years ago 
and is gathering momentum. 

The good news in the 1970s and 1980s resulted 
from ground-breaking events-the development and use of 
coronary artery bypass graft surgery and balloon angio- 
plasty; the Framingham Heart Study and better under- 
standing of the role of diet and exercise in the prevention 
of heart disease. 

The results of these and continuing advances 
in treatment are now beginning to show up. Data from 
three million members of Kaiser Permanente Northern 
California health system found a 24 percent decline in the 
number of heart attacks and a similar decrease in heart 
attack deaths from 1999 through Z008. And for ST-ele- 
vation heart attacks, the most damaging kind, the drop 
was 62 percent. Those results were echoed by a Canadian 
study finding a 30 percent decrease in heart attack deaths 
from 1994 through ZO04. 

Authors of the Kaiser Permanente study stressed 
the importance of adopting healthier lifestyles on a large 
scale. During the study period, Kaiser patients were less 
likely to smoke and they succeeded in lowering their av- 
erage blood pressure and cholesterol. 

We know the risk imposed by tobacco, and the 
decline in cigarette smoking is undoubtedly based on in- 
creased acceptance of that fact. Less widely known is re- 
search showing that exposure to second-hand smoke cre- 
ates a cardiovascular risk nearly as great as that of active 
smoking. Several studies have documented dramatic de- 
clines in heart attacks following passage of laws restrict- 
ing smoking in public places. 

The American diet has been changing gradually 
over the past four decades. The early emphasis on strictly 
low-fat eating has been modified somewhat, now focus- 
ing on replacing unhealthy saturated and trans fats with 
healthy ones Cmonounsaturated oils, nuts, fatty fish). 
Through the Mediterranean diet and similar plans, it's 
possible to pursue pleasurable eating and good health at 
the same time. 

Americans still consume too many calories and 
too much sugar (much of it in the form of soft drinks). 
Obesity, particularly among children and adolescents, 
continues at an epidemic pace. Obesity leads to diabetes, 
and diabetes increases the risk of heart disease. Consider- 
ing these facts, the progress found in the study is hearten- 
ing... although clearly the battle is far from over. 

The American Heart Association's guidelines for 
regular exercise are also well known. Those who follow 
the guidelines have a way of controlling their weight, 
blood pressure and cholesterol through activities that 
strengthen the heart and blood vessels. 

In addition to making lifestyle changes, Kaiser 
Permanente patients were increasingly likely over the 
course of the study to use prescribed medications such as 
aspirin, anticoagulants and blood pressure and cholester- 
ol-lowering medications. 

As the number of heart attacks has declined, so 
has the rate of heart attack deaths— from 10.5 percent 
within 30 days of an attack in 1999 to 7.8 percent in 
Z008. In 1999, according to the Kaiser study, 47 percent 
of heart attacks were the more serious type, but by Z008, 
this number had fallen to Z3 percent. One reason for this 
decline was prevention; another was undoubtedly better 
detection of less serious attacks, prompting more aggres- 
sive attention to risk factors. 

In a non-ST-segment elevation heart attack Cthe 
less serious kind), movement of blood is slow but only 
partially blocked. This can be treated with the use of 
clot-dissolving medications. The more severe ST-segment 
elevation heart attack involves a complete blockage of a 
coronary artery, and instant action must be taken to pre- 
vent death or serious damage to the heart muscle. Today, 
this is most commonly achieved through balloon angio- 
plasty or coronary artery bypass graft surgery. 

Having proper facilities, equipment and person- 
nel is crucial, of course. But so is timing. Reducing the 
"door-to-balloon" time has been a major priority of hos- 
pitals; this is the time that elapses from the moment the 
patient enters the door of the emergency room until life- 
saving treatment is administered. 

The battle against heart disease is being waged 
on many fronts. Prevention-through lifestyle changes 
and medication-is working. And when heart attacks oc- 
cur, doctors are prepared to take definitive action.

The Daily Yonder has ex- 
cerpted historian and noted 
rural advocate Helen Lewis's 
Living Social Justice in Appala- 
chian just released by University 
Press of Kentucky. The book in- 
cludes a smattering of her work 
— scholarly, personal, a few 
essays, a few gardening tips, a 
recipe or two — all to give you 
a flavor of her life in the hills 
she has loved and fought for. In 
this excerpt, she argues for rural 
community development that is 
only attainable if its economy is 
morally based. 

To some, she conclude, who 
look to the government to 



provide them protection and 
security, the government has 
become an enemy. 

"In this new phase of capi- 
talist expansion, we find that 
Appalachia and rural America 
become like Third World econ- 
omies and share their problems, 
high unemployment, lower 
wages, environmental degrada- 
tion, community destruction, 
increasing poverty. Structural 
adjustment policies imposed on 
Third World countries took the 
form in this country of welfare 
reform, lowering wages and 
cutting social services in order 
to compete in the world econ- 



omy. There has been a decline 
in democracy, growing distrust 
in and alienation from govern- 
ment and less participation in 
civic affairs. In the 1930s when 
the social contract of the New 
Deal was being formed, people 
looked to the government to 
provide some protection and 
security from the failures of the 
economic system. This is now 
questioned. Public schools and 
social security are in danger of 
being privatized. For some, the 
government is an enemy to be 
destroyed."

(NAPSA) — Every year, ap- 
proximately 650,000 people in 
the United States undergo che- 
motherapy Although everyone 
reacts differently, people can 
sometimes feel confused, anx- 
ious and overwhelmed.

Medicaid expansion is a 
rural issue, but will cost 



Dec. 19 — "The big choices 
in health-care reform now rest 
with the state governors," Dr. 
Wayne Myers, former national 
rural-health director, writes for 
the Daily Yonder. "The biggest 
is whether to accept the federal 
offer of support for Medicaid 
expansion. This turns out to 
have a smaller price tag than a 
lot of people suppose, and a lot 
of lives depend on it." 

Richer states would pay for 
half of Medicaid recipients' 
health care, and the federal gov- 
ernment would pay the other 
half. Poorer states would pay 
less and the federal govern- 
ment would pay more. Myers 
says a lot of people will remain 
or become uninsured if states 
don't adopt the expansion deal. 
Between one-sixth and one-fifth 
of all Americans are on Medic- 
aid, and it pays for more than 
40 percent of all births and 70 
percent of nursing home care in 
the country. 

However, Republican gover- 
nors are opposed to expansion 
for political reasons, stem- 
ming from their disapproval of 
"Obamacare," Myers writes. 
Some have promised to not im- 
plement any portion of it, which 
could create problems for mil- 
lions of poor Americans, mostly 
living in rural areas, who can't 
afford health insurance and 
must rely on Medicaid. 

Currently, Kentucky is listed 
as a state that is leaning toward 
accepting the federal offer to 
support the cost of Medicaid 
expansion. 

"Medicaid is a rural issue 
because a higher percentage of 
low-income people live in rural 
communities, and rural families 



are less likely to have private 
health insurance," writes My- 
ers, the first director of the 
federal Office of Rural Health 
Policy and former president 
of the National Rural Health 
Association. It's also "a major 
economic driver." According 
to the National Center for Ru- 
ral Health Works at Oklahoma 
State University, Medicaid was 
responsible for 113,000 jobs 
and a total of $10.5 billion in 
economic activity in Oklahoma 
in 2010. 

Medicaid also saves lives 
and expansion will be cheap 
for states, Myers writes. Studies 
have shown that patients with 
insurance that are hospitalized 
after accidents are 40 percent 
less likely to die than those 
without insurance because 
uninsured patients got less at- 
tention from medical staff. If all 
50 states were to adopt expan- 
sion, they would spend a total

of $8 billion over the next 10 
years; but, if all 50 states opted 
out of expansion, they would 
spend $68 million over the next 
decade, according to a Harvard 
School of Public Health study. 
With all of this in mind, opt- 



ing out of the expansion "may 
get a governor a self-inflicted 
gunshot wound to the foot, some 
dead hospitals and a bunch of 
dead citizens who needn't have 
died," Myers writes.

Perry lights up Warriors with 28 pts., four assists; 
Aguirre and Malinic post double-doubles

Morgan County utilized 
big first quarter leads to pick 
up wins over East Ridge and 
June Buchanan in opening 
two rounds of the Prestons- 
burg Invitational. 

The Cougars outscored 
East 20-12 before giving 
up the lead at the half. But 
Coach Matthew Perry's team 
regained the momentum with 
a 17-5 ran in the third en route 
to a 67-5 1 rout. 

Jordan Perry was outstand- 
ing in the win, scoring his 
team's first six points before 
hitting a three-point basket 
on his way to a 12-point 
opening period. The freshman 
guard hit 10-of-16 field goal 
attempts and six-of-seven 
from the stripe to finish with 
a season-high 28 points. 

Perry had plenty of help 
from teammates Samuel Agu- 
irre and Alexsander Malinic, 



with both posting double- 
doubles. Aguirre's 15 points 
and 10 rebounds were com- 
plimented by 12 points and 
15 boards from the Cougar 
big man. 

Morgan's 76-41 blowout 
of June Buchanan was made 
possible by 19 points from 
Aguirre and 13 each from 
Malinic and Jordan Whitt. 

The Cougars put the game 
away in the first half, using 
a 21-8 second quarter run to 
lead 38-15 at intermission. A 
basket from Perry pushed the 
lead to 30 (49-19) early in the 
third period. Jarred Burton's 
field goal gave Morgan a 57- 
27 advantage heading to the 
final eight minutes. 

Nine players cracked the 
scoring column, including 
eight points apiece from Perry 
and Burton. Alex Moore fin- 
ished with five points and four 
rebounds. 



Morgan's victories over 
June Buchanan and East 
Ridge pushed the Cougars' 
win streak to eight games, 
which was halted with a 50-44 
loss to Wolfe County. 

For the first time in the in- 
vitational, the Cougars trailed 
after the first quarter (17-13). 
Wolfe extended the lead to six 
points before a 7-1 Morgan 
run, capped by baskets from 
Whitt and Aguirre tied the 
game at 24 at the half. 

Morgan rallied in the third 
with Whitt, Burton and Perry 
each scoring baskets for a 
30-26 lead. But the Wolves 
answered with a 12-4 run to 
take the lead and maintained 
it on their way to the six-point 
win. 

Perry led the way for Mor- 
gan with 16 points, while 
Whitt finished with 13 points 
and eight rebounds. 

As a team, the Cougars 
struggled from the perimeter, 
hitting only three-of-17 (18%) 
three-point attempts. Morgan 
also shot poorly from the field 
(35%) and the free-throw line

With the midway point of 
the season fast approaching, 
Morgan County has estab- 
lished itself as one of the 16th 
region's elite teams. 

At 10-3 overall, the Cou- 
gars own one of the region's 
top two records, which in- 
cludes seven wins against foes 
within the 16th. Only Russell, 
Fleming County and Ashland 
Blazer can match Morgan's 
strong early start. 

Nine of Morgan's 10 wins 
have come on the road, a trend 
the team wishes to continue 
this weekend. The Cougars 
travel to Greenup County 
Saturday night, a team saddled 
with one of the region's worst 
records (1-9). 

But the game fans are most 
anticipating is next Wednes- 
day's marquee match-up with 
regional preseason favorite 
Fleming County. The Panthers 
won their first eight games to 
open the season, but dropped 
two of three in the Gateway 
Holiday Classic in Mount 
Sterling this past weekend. 

"It's an opportunity to 
match up against one of the 



Accidents in the handling, 
use and storage of gasoline, 
gasohol, diesel fuel, LP-gas 
and other petroleum products 
(solvents, paint thinners and 
naphtha) can result in seri- 
ous fires and explosions.

Flammable Liquids 
and Gases 

Gasoline, diesel fuel, LP 
gas , degreasing solvents , paint 
solvents and certain paints are 
among flammable materials. 
Keep these liquids away from 
open flames and motors that 
might spark. Keep all petro- 
leum storage and handling 
equipment in good condition 
and out of reach of children. 
Inspect for leaks , deterioration 
or damage. Never store fuel in 
food or drink containers. 

When transferring farm 
fuels, bond the containers to 
each other,a and ground the 
one being dispensed from to

prevent sparks from static 
electricity. Clean up spills 
right away and put oily rags 
in a tightly covered metal con- 
tainer. Change your clothes 
immediately if you get oil or 
solvents on them. 

In addition, watch out for 
empty containers the held 
flammable or combustible 
liquids. Vapors might still be 
present. Store these liquids in 
approved containers in well- 
ventilated areas away from 
heat and sparks. 

Be sure all containers for 
flammable and combustible 
liquids are clearly and cor- 
rectly marked. Read and heed 
directions on all product con- 
tainers, noting flammability 
and safety precautions. 

Do not keep gasoline inside 
the home or transport it in the 
trunks of automobiles or rec- 
reation vehicles. If gasoline 
must be transported, carry 
only a small amount in a la- 
beled safety can on the floor 
of the back seat. Roll down 
the windows so moving air 
can sweep away vapors, be- 
fore cutting or welding a fuel 
tank, fill it with water to drive 
out any lingering residue or 
vapor. Many explosions have 
resulted from using a torch 
on a tank that was thought to 
be empty.

Be cautious during refuel- 
ing. Fires and explosions can 
happen. Besides being a fire 
hazard, spilled fuel can cause 
irritation and discomfort if 
it contacts the skin. Breath- 
ing an excess of fuel vapor 
often causes dizziness and 
headache. 

When arriving to refuel, 
drive up to the fuel pump or 
storage tank slowly. Be care- 
ful not to bump it. Turn off 
the engine, and extinguish 
smoking materials. If the 
engine is hot, allow it to cool 
for a few minutes. Position 
yourself so you can refuel 
without slipping or becoming 
fatigued. Remove the fuel cap 
slowly and allow the pressure 
to dissipate. 

Avoid over filling. Allow 
any spilled fuel to evaporate 
before starting the engine. Af- 
ter releasing the nozzle valve 
to shut off fuel flow, keep the 
nozzle in the filler opening a 
few moments to allow it to 
empty. Check vents to be sure 
they're not clogged, and re- 
place the filler cap. Then lock 
up the pumps so children and 
other unauthorized persons 
cannot pump fuel. 

Refuel small equipment 
outside— never in an enclosed 
area. A funnel will make the 
job easier when using a safety 
can. 

Wipe up spills and allow 
the excess to evaporate before 
starting the engine. Before 
resuming work, put the safety 
can back into safe storage.

Aboveground Tanks 

An aboveground storage 
facility is cost effective. The 
tanks are movable and ground 
water or limited flooding has 
little effect on them. 

Above ground storage 
tanks must be sturdy and 
designed for fuel storage. 
They should be 40 feet or 
more from buildings. A tank 
too near a burning building 
could explode and spread the 
fire . Mount a tank elevated for 
gravity discharge on sturdy 
supports placed on a firm, 
level surface. Keep the area 
clear of weeds and trash to 
reduce fire risk. Remind ma- 
chinery operators to stay away 
from the support structure and 
to not bump it when pulling 
up to refuel. 

Unless tanks are located in 
a shaded spot or have over- 
head canopies to shield the 
sun, evaporation losses can 
be sizable. Use a pressure - 
vaccum relief valve (rather 
than the standard vented cap). 
Safety Cans 

A labeled safety container 
is made of heavy-gauge metal 
and has a cap that automati- 
cally closes to prevent a spill 
if the can is dropped or tipped 
over. The squat shape makes 
a safety can difficult to tip. A 
pressure-relief valve opens 
when vapor pressure inside 
the can reaches three to five 
pounds per square inch. A 
flash arresting screen in the 
filler opening and pouring 
spout will reduce the possi- 
bility of a spark, which could 
cause a fire or explosion. 

Label fuel containers ac- 
cording to their contents. Do 
not risk confusing diesel fuel 
and gasoline. Paint gasoline 
cans red and diesel cans green. 
Store cans in a cook, well- 
ventilated place, away from 
living quarters and ignition 
sources.

The fire or explosion hazard 
with LP gas usually involves 
leaks or failures in the system, 
improper transfer of liquid 
from one tank to another, or 
accidents where tanks or lines 
are ruptured . Also , an LP tank 
involved in a building, trash 
or tractor fire can greatly 
intensify such a fire or even 
explode. 

Large LP storage tanks 
should be at least 50 feet from 
the nearest building and 20 or 
more feet from other aboveg- 
round fuel tanks. Provide and 
maintain solid foundations to 
support LP-gas tanks so they 
won't settle or tip and break or 
damage connections. 

Equip the storage tank 
with liquid-fill hose and a 
vapor-return hose. If the vapor 
escapes into the atmosphere, a 
fire or explosive danger is cre- 
ated. Therefore, when you fill 
your fuel tank, the vapor from 
the top should be fed back into 
the storage tank. 

Be alert for leaks in the 
LP-gas system. Protect gauges 
and regulators from weather 
and dirt. If you smell gas, 
turn off valve(s) at the tank(s). 
Open windows and doors to 
ventilate the building, and 
don't switch on anything 
electrical. Get everyone out, 
and call a technician to find 
and fix the leak. 
More Safety Reminders 

Keep all equipment used 
for petroleum storage and 
handling in good condition. 
Watch for leaks, deteriora- 
tion or damage. Make needed 
repairs or replace faulty com- 
ponents immediately. Keep 
cap vents clean and free, and

tank safety can pressure-relief 
valves functional. 

If fuel is spilled on your 
clothing, go outside, away 
from any ignition source, and 
allow the clothing to dry. If 
more than a little is spilled, re- 
moved the garment, and wash 
the fuel from your skin to 
avoid irritation. When siphon- 
ing fuel, use a pump. Never 
use your mouth. A mouthful 
of gasoline or diesel fuel could 
be fatal, especially if it gets 
into your lungs. Also avoid 
excessive inhalation of gaso- 
line vapor. Each year, several 
children are poisoned after ac- 
cidentally ingesting gasoline 
or other petroleum products. 
Protect your fuel facilities so 
children cannot draw out any 
fuel. The facility should be off 
limits. Warn children sternly 
about playing with matches 
in fuel areas. Keep gas cans 
out of their reach, and never 
store fuel in food or drink 
containers. When servicing 
machinery, check the fuel sys- 
tem for leaks. Double check 
connections to be sure they 
are secure and leak-free after 
changing fuel filters or per- 
forming other work requiring 
disconnecting or removing a 
fuel line or fuel system com- 
ponent. Turn off oil heaters 
before refueling. Make sure 
the filler cap is replaced and 
tightened. Set portable heat- 
ers away from combustibles 
where they cannot be tipped 
over. Motor oil and grease are 
considerably less flammable 
than engine fuels , but they will 
burn. Keep them away from 
ignition sources. Following
